1. The United States has been disappointed in its 
hope of cooperative international security as the fruit 
of victory in World war I. 
2. This is because the Soviet union has systematic­ 
ally blocked a just and honorable peace. 
3. Therefore, the United States must fail back on 
hope of security for itself and its friends by creating 
a block of like-minded nations, leaving the door open 
to the Soviet union if it has a chang e of heart. 
4. The bloc must work tog ether not only in the 
economic field but in the military field. Its members 
must have some "measure of protection ag ainst in­ 
ternal ag g ression." 
8. The United States will work in the economic field 
throug h the Marshall plan. Meanwhile, it will match 
the determination of the free countries to protect 
themselves, from ag g ression, while continuing to sup­ 
port the principles and purposes of the United Nations 
charter—" the basic ex pression of the code of inter­ 
national ethics to which this country is dedicated.” 
8. This protection demands three measures. They 
are speedy enactment of the Marshall plan, prompt 
enactment of universal military training for long ­ 
term military security and immediate re-enactment 
of the Selective Service act for ahort-term security. 
"We must be ready to take every wise and neces­ 
sary step to carry « it this g reat purpose," Mr. Tru­ 
man told the Joint session of cong ress. "This will re­ 
q uire assistance to other nations. It will req uire an 
adeq uate and balanced military streng th. We must be 
prepared to pay the price of peace, or assurredly we 
shall pay the price of war . . . the time has come when 
the free men and women of the world must face the 
threat to their liberty sq uarely and courag eously.” 
The outline does not take into account possible 
political consfcieratton*. Theae, of course, will be re­ 
viewed by the political opposition. That is its function. 
Nor does Mr. Truman mention any of the con­ 
troversial details of the broad measure« he proposes. 
Those, too, will be aired in cong ressional debate. 
The fact is that the Marshall plan seems certain 
to be enacted by cong ress within a few weeks. There is 
substantial ag reement on its terms. 
There is unlikely to be strong opposition to re­ 
enactment of the Selective Service act In view of th« ! 
fact the armed services have not been broug ht up to 
authorised levels of streng th by recruiting . Mr. Truman 
said a year ag o he would recommend re-enactment it 
this happened 
That leaves universal military training as the only 
real point of controversy Mr. Truman has asked tor 
its adoption before. Bills are In both houses of con­ 
g ress and debate on them may properly be ex pected 
to shed more Ug ht on the need for universal training 
than has yet been evident.

THERE are few fields in w hi-h, 
medicuie has made better prog ress 
than in the treatment of tox ic g olt- , 
sr. Evidence of the success with 
which this ailment can be handled j 
today is found in the fact that, 
during the year 1946, deaths from 
thi* cause were reduced by 40 per 
ent. (Met. Life Bull , Nov., 1947.) 
Tox ic g oiter usually has an abrupt 
beg inning and, within a short tune, 
most o f the symptoms—rapld heart 
beat, loss of weig ht, ex cessive sweat­ 
ing —are full-blown. When the pa­ 
tient holds out his hand, there is 
a slig ht trembling and 
in 
some 
cases, there are certain mental 
chang es. 
The affected person be­ 
comes irritable and difficult to g et 
along with. In addition to the typ­ 
ical symptoms 
mentioned 
above, 
there may be attacks of diarrhea. 
All of these thing s can be present 
w*ven thoug h the thyroid g land is 
only slig htly 
or moderately 
en­ 
larg ed. 
Eyeballs Protrude 
This condition is also called ex ­ 
ophthalmic g oiter because the eye­ 
balls may bulg e or protrude. An­ 
other eye sig n is the lag g ing of the 
lid when the patient looks down­ 
ward. 
If there is some q uestion as to 
whether or not tox ic g oiter is pres­ 
ent, a basal metabolism test .should 
be made. In any event, this test will 
help to tell how severe the disorder 
is. 
This test is carried out by having 
the patient breath? throug h a mask 
connected to a tank and measuring 
the amount of ox yg en used up with­ 
in a g iven period of time, m tox ic 
g oiter, the basal metabolism rate is 
increased. 
Metabolic Rate 
A formula has been sug g ested for 
calculating the metabolic rate with­ 
out carrying out the .tsst. This is 
done by taking 7 10 of the pulse 
rate and adding it to » 10 of fhe 
pulse pressure and subtracting 75. 
The pulse pressure is the difference 
between the systolic blood pressure 
and the diastolic pressure. The sys­ 
tolic Is the pressure when the heart 
contracts, and the diastolic when 
the heart rate lessens. Of course, 
this method does not g ive the ex act 
metabolism, but it does g ive some 
indication of the rate. 
Insofar as 
treatment of tox ic 
g oiter is concerned, one of the most 
important thing s is real. In fact 
many mild cases are g reatly im­ 
proved with rest alone In addition 
iodine, g iven in the proper doses 
will bring about improvement. 
Sufficient improvement 
It is unlikely that such treatment 
will result in permanent cure in 
moderate or severe cases, but there 
is usually sufficient improvement 
to make operation safer, a req uired

Is to begin soon on the enlargement 
of the 
High school building,

Vacation is also ask ed for about 
240 feet of the north-south alley 
alcng the west side of the school 
premises, for which the school board 
proposes to deed to the municipality 
a strip 20 feet wide for alley pur­ 
poses. that it is purchasing from the 
rear of the £ |. Main st, properties of 
the Union Bank ing Co ., Mrs. Virgin­ 
ia Felger, the Troll heirs, ami P. M. 
Koch 
These lots will be 160 feet 
long after the alley strip is tak en. 
The plan will mak e a jog in the 
alley from the north line of Orace 
church nremtses to a point near the 
north property Ine of the Union 
Bank ing Co. It is expected that the 
alley will be paved. 
The school building will project 
seven feet Into the present alley 
along the stretch to be vacated. It 
will be three feet from the sewer 
line in the alley , which it Is hoped 
It may not be necessary to relocate, 
but it will involve a change In the 
gas line.
